LONDON, April 24.— At the foreign office 
to-day lb waa officially stated that the 

British warehlpa in the harbor of Corlnto, 
Nicaragua, aro there for tho purpose of en- 
forcing tho demands of England. 

Tho Chronicle says tho dispatch of British 
men-of-war to Corinto shows that the 
Nioaragnan affair is approaching a olimax, 
Nioiragua, it adda, obvioualy relies upon 
American sympathy, bub surely If America 
takes these small oommunitios under her 
wing she must see that they maintain intoi 
national obsorvanoos. Tho Monroe dootriao 
ia proper enough in lis way, bub ib will 
hardly prevent a foreign nabion which ia not 
deairouQ of tcrrltoHal aggrandizement from 
exacting reparation for insult and outrage. 

Manaooa, April 24.— The Britiah ad- 
miral haa notified President Zelaya that the 
tbreo days given Nicaragua to oomply with 
tho terms of tho ultimatum will expire to- 
morrow. Falluro to pay li;c indemnity 
will bo followed by the eeizuro of the cus- 
toms house at Corlnto and tho collootion of 
duties by Britiah Bubjects, presumably an 
offioor of the fleet detailed for that purpose. 
The note of tho I'.rltish admiral deolaroa 
that force will be uaed to collect tho money 
if opposition ia made. Great exoltomenb 
exists. Tho government, it is reported, 
will rcfuao to pay the indemnity and will 
abandon Corinto as u port of entry. The 
belief is general here that if Britain obbaioa 
posaoesion of Corinto ahe will oontinne to 
occupy ib. 

Washington, April 24 — Secretary G res- 
ham had a long interview with Sir Julian 
Paunoefoba to day and saw Mioiater Guz- 
man, of Nicaragua, who oommunloated to 
him tho intelligence he had received from 
his government. Shortly afterwards the 
members of the cabinet drove out to Wood- 
ley, tho president's country homo, where a 
speoml cabinet meeting was held. The in- 
dicitioDS are that Kioaragua will offer 
paeiive resistance to the Britiah demands 
for some time at least, and moanwhile tho 
United States will do nothing but wait the 
developments of events, aniess the Brit- 
iah bake some action that affeota onr in- 
tereata ancb aa interfering with onr ship- 
ping or other intereata of Amerioan oibl- 
zani. Xhia abtidade la aaanmed in the fall 
oonfldenoe that no attempt will be made by 
the Britiah to aeoure any Nioaragnan ter- 
ritory, no matter what oonrae she may be 
obliged to pursue to nooompUah her purpose 
of collecting the demand for the expulsion 
of Yice-Cocaul Hatch, There is reason to 
believe that not only tho'Nicaraguan aCfair, 
bnt>!ibe whole subject of the extent of the 
protection to bo extended by the TJnItod 
States to the sister republics of Central and 
South America, has been very earnestly and 
deliberately disausaed by the President with 
his full cabinet, and the attitude assumed In 
the oaso of Nicaragua may be taken as an 
indication of the line of policy to be adopt- 
ed for the treatment of all questions arising 
between the European powers and those re- 
publics, having such a baais aa tho Nicar- 
aguan incident. 

Paris, April 21. — The Salvadorean agent 
here states that he haa failed to obtain from 
the British govornmonb any moditication of 
tho ultimatum to Nicaragua. The matter 
was confided to bim to aeoure bbab reaulb, 
ho says, but he waa nob authorized to offer 
any compromise. 



CLEEIUAL SCAiNDAL. 

A i'onns; Woman Said to Have liecn Kulned 
by a Clcrcyniau Dies in ii 
Uetrult Hospital. 

London, April 23. — Icquiriea made at 
Soobland Yard regarding the deoeaae of 
Miss Emily Hall, who la aaid to have been 

betrayed by an English clergyman named 
Boll and sent to Detroit, Mich., where sho 
died in a lying-in hospital, have olioitod the 
atatement by the authorities that they have 
no information regarding the case. Rev. 
Jonathan Boll, a Primitive Methodist 
olergyman, lives at Primrose Vale, Blaok- 
heatQ, Rowley, in Staffordshire. Xhig ad- 
dress resembles the one given by Miaa Hall'e 
betrayer in hia letters, which were dated 
" Primrose Vale Station road, Btaokbeath. 
via Dudley." Bell, who has been in tho minis- 
try twenty yeara, went to liUckhoath, near 
I5irmingheini, from Dudley throo youra ago. 
Ho Boon acijuired a good reputation lor 
attention to liia duliua. Ho ia regarded in 
hia circuiia aa a good puator with an eapoo- 
tally Btrong hold upon tho young, but aa a 
rather indillerout pruachor. Hell waa in 
Michigan ut tho liino when, according to llio 
Doirou police, Knilly Hall'a butrtvyer arntiig- 
ed for .hi>r recepiion at the lying in hoapital. 
Hia voice failed iaateumnior owing to an alloo- 
t ion of tho throat, and ho applied to the trustees 
for a throo months vacation. Tho true^Ceoa 
passed roaolutions of aympathy and granted 
his request. Lalo in September Hell aturted 
for Auiorioa. Ho told tho trualoLB and 
frionda ho waa going to St. Clair, Michigan, 
to paaa a few weeks with hia brother-ln-Iaw. 
Ho remained in America until about tho 
iniddlo of February when he returned, ap- 
parently much tniprovod in health. Ho has 
lectured frequently since on his visit to 
America and has hud good audiences. 
ISoli Is married and haa six children, 
tbo eldest being 14 yeara old. He is of a 
lively disposition and haa taken a oonapiou- 
oua part in local affiiira. After hia return 
from America he decided to aooept a oirouib 
in Yorkshire and propoaea to leave Black- 
heath In July. He preached in Langley this 
evoning. No rumor haa reached hia flock 
that tho Dutroit polico are inquiring alter an 
Kugliahmun of his name and profession to 
clear tho myatory of Emily Hall's betrayal 
and death,

Ottawa, April 24,— The report of the 
prohibition commission was presented to 
parllamenb to-day. Tho evidonoe is so bulky 
that it formed a load for four pages, who 
had to carry ib Into the obamber. Thooom- 
miasionora say the enaotmenb of a prohiblb- 
ing liquor law for bhe whole Dominion 
would prejudicially affect the industrial 
f nd commoroial interests of tho country, 
and wipe out tho todoral, provincial and 
municipal revenues from the troflio. They 
say if prohibition bo onuoted compensation 
must bo given. Four oommisaioners signed 
the report. Dr. MoLeod, of St. John, pre- 
sents a minority report in favor of prohibi- 
tion. 

Solicitor General Corran told Mr. Edgar 
to-day, In reply to a question, that James 
Fitzsimmons was nob dismissed from the 
position of deputy warden of Westminster 
penitentiary. He was suspended during 
the Inquiry by Mr, Justioe Drake, wenb cub 
in October last wlthont prejudice bo re-em- 
ployment In ' bhe penitenbiary aervice, and 
haa been reinstated in bis old poaition. 

The deal of Msiars. labeater and Mann 
and William MaoEenzle of Toronto, with 
the H'ldson Bay railway company, for the 
conatruotlon of thelino, is off. HngbSnther- 
land Is DOW negotiating with a firm of 
Amerioan oontractora, headed by Donald 
Grant of Sb. Ponl, to bniid the road. 

The High CommlaBloner wires that a bill 
confirming tho action of tbe Canadian Sen- 
ate in appointing a deputy speaker is pass- 
ing through the Imperial house. 

Sir C. H. Tupper had a bad night and ia 
not much improved to-day. 

The winter carnival committee have 
handed a surplus of $1,10U to tho city coun- 
cil.

The Miscreants After Perpetrating tbe 
Crime Tried to Burn the 
Body. , 



VANConvEB, April 24 — (Special)- The 
city waa atartled thia morning by the report 
that Louis Pomerlow had been murdered. 
Pomerlow was well known hero owing bo 
his numerous miefortunos. Last winter he 
was nearly kicked to death in a streob row 
bub he gradually recovered only bo be 
abrioken down with heart diaeaae. Hia 
frienda then aaked the city connoil 
for a pass to send him to hia 
home in Quebec as be was destitute. 
Tho counoil doollned and were afcorwarda 
appealed to again and again with the same 
result. 

Yesterday tho police wore notified that 
Pomerlow, who had been living with a 
man named Andrews, In a shack on Falsa 
creek, has been missing for six days. 
Ho had then received from frienda in 
Quebeo $75 to take him home. 
The police thongbb that be had oommlbbed 
suicide owing bo bis nnmeroua broublea. 

Andrews, hia shook mate, thia morning 
discovered the remains of Pomerlow aoaroely 
twenty yards from his ahaok. The body 
was horribly mutilated ; the head had .been 
aplib open with an axe ; ib had been raised 
from the gronnd by a atone, around which a 
fire had been kindled. The flames bad 
burnt the hair from the head before they 
had been prematurely quenched by a shower 
of rain. Tho murderer hid evidently 
hoped to dispose of the body by burning It 
up. The remains were much deoortiposed, 
having lain whore found for six days, A 
man who knew Pomerlow intimately, and 
who disappeared from tho city a week ago. 
Is suepeoted of having brutally murdered 
tho Dofortunato man to secure tho $75 sent 
him by his Quebec friends. Tho evidence 
against tho suspected man, though circum- 
stantial, is said to be most convincing. 
When Pomerlow was murdered ho was in 
ill health and weak, so that no resistance 
was made, and bo fell an easy viotim to thd 
fiendish brutality of the murderer. 

A coronet's jury was summoned on the 
case at eleven o'clock, which adjourned after 
viewing the body until to-morrow morning 
at eleven. An autopsy was held this after- 
noon. That Pomerlow was murdered Is be- 
yond tbe shadow of a doubt. There are 
several deep gasbea In tho bead made with 
a hatchet. The blow that caused death was 
on the bop of tbe head. The habobeb by 
which bhe murder was oommibbed haa beett 
fonnd. Andrewa, bhe murdered, t nin'i 
shack oompanlon, waa interviewed by 'the. 
Colonist reporter, bub nobbing new' was - 
learned. Be aaicl ibatFomerlov oame frbm 
Sb, Bernard, Que.' He did not .'aay ho haid 
suspicions, nor would bA'talk' of ''aiiy'ana*' 
picions as to who bhe mocderer waa.' 

Officer Grady, who haa the oaae In hand, 
said ab noon that tbe police had formed no 
tbeory-aud no one was suspected ; that the 
matter was as yet an entire mystery, 

A curious crowd haunted Lockhart'a 
undertaking establishment from early mom* 
ing till late at night, anxious to view the 
ghastly romalna. Newspaper reporters, city 
ofEoials, and police officers V7tre tho only 
ones admitted. A mora shocking sight than 
the hacked and bloody corpse of tbe dead 
man as it lay on the slab in tbe morgue 
could not well be conceived. The features 
wore hidden by huge olota of blood, thcongh 
which horrible gashes on the head and face 
could scarcely bo eoon. 

To add to tho distreesinq eight, the 
olothes were almost entirely burnt from the 
bones and the flesh was raiaed in rod whelts 
all over tbe body whore the firo had done 
its work. The Colonist corrospondenb is. 
was on special duty all day ond was urgent- 
ly requested by the polico, aa were all news- " ' 
paper men in tho city, to refrain from say- 
ing too much about tho murder. Though 
the Colonist is in possession of as many 
facta aa the police, this request was in a 
measure granted. The police would say 
nothing, and those living in the vicinity of 
the scene of the murder bad evidently been 
warned by the police aa they were not very 
cnmmnnioative. 

Without mentioning names, that are, 
however, in the CoLONisx's poBseaaion, 
enough evidence haa been obtained to give 
Birong color to the theory that two men 
murdered Pomerlow, while he lay in a weak 
and helpleaa condition, IThe remaioa were .

It) is not yeb known vrhetber or not the 
atoamship Progreaaiab, the new " turret " 
ahip nnder charter to the Meaara. Dnnamnir, 
which is to leave London, Eng., shortly to 
enter the ooal baaineBS' on thls''''doast), will 
bring cargo out with her. The ahip is a 
brand now veeael of 5,100 tone oarrylng 
capaoity. There are nine 'of the "turret" 
typo of vessel afloat, of whioh the Progress- 
ist and Royalist are the largest — bat five 
other steamships of the same olass are under 
oonstrnotion. In the Marine Engineer of 
March 1 a fine out of the Frogresaiat is 
given, and in the nest issue of the same 
magazine a good ideaof Boxford's " turret " 
prinoiple of building ships is given. It aaya 
that the principal feature of the voesol ia ico 
novel appearance above water. Up to tho 
load water line there is no material diiftir- 
enoe between the " turret " ship and an or- 
dinary dteamer built on the web frame aya- 
tern. From a lUDj^itudinal point of vlow it 
ia noteworthy ihac in tho veaaol'a dock and 
upper worka ibore ia no ahoor, abundant 
proviaion fur aiirpliia buoyancy being pro- 
vided without tho springing ot tho 
ends of tho veeasl upwarda. An- 
other longitudiral feature ia tho proviaion 
of an upper and i-wo lower decka, a diver- 
gence from the whul' buok typo, giving room 
for tho orew to ox:rcise. On tho lower 
weather deoUa, which .trr each on tho eamo 
level, one on tho port tide and one on tho 
starboard aide are plucod timber hoada for 
mooring tho veasol. Tho upper weather 
deok ia of such a width ae to admit of a port 
and Btarbourd passage clear of tho hatch 
combings and extenda all fore and aft on 
top of tho " turret." Hero aro tho atoam 
winchea, ateering gear, windlaes, etc. Tho 
hatohea are of abnormal length and width, 
and owing to the rounded gunwhilo and 
"turret" ereotion, tho holds aro omphati 
cally aelf-trimmed, thia latter fonturo making 
the veasel eapecially adapted for grain 
cargoea, The voaael'd enginea and boilera are 
at the extreme aft, and owing to tho con- 
tinnity of the " turret," both foro and aft, 
and transverae-wiee enormously inoreaaod 
longitudinal strength ia provided. Tho port 
and starboard lower weather decks have 
no openings onl in them nor is tho 
framing broken of its continuity. Careful 
consideration baa also been given the sea- 
worthy details of the thip. A high platform 
ia provided, ao that a dry deok is not out of 
the qaestion. At tho foro end of tho 
"Itnrrel " deok a breakwater ia fitted, so 
obviating the possibility of hitving the deck 
swept by a heavy sea. Not only has a 
maximum amount of surplus buoyancy been 
provided, but the equally important desid- 
eratum, a large righting angle, has been ob- 
tained, whether the vessel be in loaded or in 
light trim. The vf-asel has an entire double 
bottom on tho cellular system, and with 
specially eubdivided tanks at the after end, 
so that without endangeriog the veaael 
water can be admitted to compensate for 
the ooosumption of the coals and thus main- 
tain a trim of at least three inches by the 
stern. There ia ample space in the " tur- 
ret " fon tho accommodation of the crew, 
either at tho fore or at the after end of the 
vesaol. A deok bouse ia provided for tho 
captain, and chart-room under tho flying 
bridge ; and, further aft, just abaft the en- 
gine room and skylight, is the galley and 
entrance to the oflioera' and enginoera' 
rooms, all of which are inside the " turret." 

' MAIL Slurs E.N- UODTE. 

Geo. L. Courtney, local agent of the C. P. 
B. has received adviae of the sailing of tho 
B. M. S. Miowera and R. M. S. Empress of 
China, the former from Sydney and the 
latter from iTokohama. Tho Miowera left 
Sydney on the ISth inst. with iO tons of 
freight for Victoria and 60 for San Fran- 
cisco, having also aboard 50 saloon and 40 
steerage passengers. The China, which 
sailed on the afternoon of the 19th inst., 
and whioh will be doe here about Tuesday 
next, has aboard 65 saloon and 200 steerage 
passengers for Viotoria; 100 for Portland; 
200 for Paget Sonnd; and 120 for Vancou- 
ver, besides the following heavy freight 
consignments : 600 tons of overland cargo, 
IKi tons for Viotoria; 220 for Portland ; 
500 for San Francisco ; together with '.i92 
tons of silk.

VA.NCOUVEU SHlrl'INfJ. 

A Vanoouvor apooial to the Colonist 
saya : The Olivebank, tho largeat veaael that 
ever entered tho port of Vancouver, aailed 
for South Africa last night. She had on 
board 2,.'J23,684 feet of lumber. Tho Glen- 
ivur,with a inmber cargo valued at $12,000, 
sailed for England to-dsy. The ship City of 
Fiorenoe Is chartered to load lumber at 
Hastings for the United Kingdom ; she is at 
present in Victoria discharging. 

ON TllK WEST COAST KOUTE. 

When tho Bleumor Thiatio, Capt. Langley, 
returns from Union colliery, whither she 
gooa to-day with a load of Iron and othnr 
freight, aho will bo placed in tho West Coast 
trade. Tho ateamer will leave the E & N.

freight and passengers. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Steamer City of Topoka arrived here from 
the Sound at 7 o'clock yoatorday morning, 
and aailed for Alaska throe hours later.

OANDID GONVBRTS. 

We find that the reasonable and oonstltu- 
Uon«l stand whioh the Dominion Govern- 
ment have taken on the Manitoba Sohool 
qnestlon baa reoommended itself to think- 
ing men who were at one time atroni^ly op- 
posed to whatjthey believed to be interfer- 
enoe with the rights of Manitoba, Before 
the qneation was serlonsly disouased very 
many were of opinion tbsb Manitoba and 
the other Provinces of the Dominion pos- 
sessed under the Conatiutton an unlimited 
right to enact any Uwa thay choao with re- 
gard to education. But men who honestly 
and intelligeatly studied the Constitution of 
the Dominion and the judgments of the 
Jndiolal Committee of the Privy Connoil 
soon learned that the power of the Pro- 
vinces was subject to limitations and 
restrictions in this matter of the enaotmeat 
of laws on the subject of ednoation. Among 
those who got new light on the subject was 
Mr. H. J. Maodonaid of Winnipeg, son of 
Sir John A. Maodonaid. When Mr. Mao- 
donaid found that he had oome to mistaken 
oonoluaions on the subject he, with a candor 
oharaoteristio of him, Immodlately informed 
his friends and political associates of his 
change of view. Wo may say In passing 
that it is at this present moment not an 
easy thing for a Winnipeg man, whether he 
is in politics or not, to proolaim that he baa 
changed bis views on the subject of the 
school question, particularly when the 
change is to what is there the unpopular 
side of the qneation. Bat Mr. Maodonaid 
did not hesitate. In an address at a meeting 
of the 7onog Conaervatlve Ciub held a little 
more than a week ago, he said : 

The judgment delivered by that last 
oourt of appo&la viia that u systom ol separ- 
ate achoola having boon cstablishod by law, 
the minority had a right to appeal, and very 
explicitly had u right of "material redroas." 
Of course you can very well see that right of 
appeiil ia mero verbiage without the natural 
sequence, redress. That court simply de- 
cided the quoatlon brought btforr It without 
attempting to diocite, but went aa far aa 
poaaiblo in auggcuting that u modiiication 
should take place which would give relief to 
the minority. Tn ba moro oonciso, let me 
here put the riuestion in a nutshell, as it 
were. The first appeal to the Privy Coun- 
oil was based upon the existence of schools 
prior to confederation with Gaoatla, but 
those schools wero sohools by custom only, 
and being unaided by public fands bad not 
that reoognition whioh oiaased them as acp- 
arate publio aohoola within the meaning of 
the British North America Act ; but the 
second appeal was baaed upon tlie legisla- 
tion of the Province, which had established 
a right by legislating into existence and 
long maintaining the dual ayatem of sohools. 
Whatevor my faults may bo, and they are 
not by ouy meiins few, I do claim to bo free 
from roligiouu bigotry. I am rather alow in 
making up my mind, but when It is miido 
up I um incUntd to hold on to my viowa 
with a good deal of tenacity. I am not one 
to advoot.to a haaty rceort to riila and 
bayonet ugivinat the conetitution when it 
jira a little with my own viowa at tho time, 
for that would bring us to tho aboriginal 
condition of aome of thoao South American 
republica, wliioh arc over pregnant with 
rebellion ; but when tho telegrams oanio 
announcing tho privy council'a deoieion, I 
found myaolf clinging with uusltored 
opinions to the oauae of national schools. 

Than, when tho full text of tho deoieion 
came to hand, and I saw clearly tho extent 
of right oxiating in tho minority, I yioldod 
my personal wishoa to a deeper senao of jus- 
tice and loyalty to tho constitution, which 
ia ever tho shelter and protection of right 
against the aggression ot might. It has been 
said that the separate schools wore inferior 
to tho sohoola as now existing. Well, I 
have not examined into them or their com- 
parative merits, personally, but I oan see no 
raiMon why any sohools receiving state aid 
ooald not be put under such supervision as 
would. r«Ise thorn to the standard olaimed 
for national sohools, or indeed make them to 
all Intents and purposes national schoola. 
In oonoluslon, let me say jihat, while the do- 
oisionof the privy oonnbil calls unmistak 
ably for material redresa, as a matter of 
right and justice, it cannot, I think, be 
construed as demanding an entire rtatora- 
tion of tho former order of things, though it 
appears to suggest that as a fitting starting 
point for new legislation. 

Mr. Maodonaid did not wait to ask by 
what namo tho minority that had been ag- 
griovod was oailed or whether or not he 



could sobsorlbe to its creed. He saw that 
the conatitntion protected the minority and 
he was not disposed to deny aay„-par(ionIar 
minority Us rights^ nnderl^ the oonatltation 
beoause be was not one of lisimembera or 
beoacsd he does nob worship in the same 
oburoh aa they do. 

But Mr. Hugh John Maodonaid ia not the 
only man who has become oonvinoed that 
the question of provincial rights is noti in- 
volved In the Manitoba sohool case. Mr. 
John Caroegio of Peterborough, an ex-M. 
L. A., and a strong Equal Rights man who 
disapproved of the action of tho Dominion 
Government on the Jesuits' Eitates Bill, has 
sent the following letter to Sir Maokeozle 
Uowell : 

Ueab Sib Mackenzie :— While, aa I 
fancy you are aware, I entertain very strong 
viowa in opposition to separate schools, dis- 
approved and still disapprove of the then 
government's failure to disallow the Jesuit 
bill, joined heartily in tho Equal Rights 
movement until it was virtually strangled 
by ita leader, and still approve of the priooi- 
pies whioh It was formed to maintain, and 
above ail endorse with all my heart Mr. 
Meredith's poeltion on the eohool queation, 
yet, after reading the report leading up to 
and the order just passed by the Governor- 
Generai-ln-Connoii with reference to the 
Manitoba sohool question, I i^hlDk that you 
will be glad to learn that I heartily approve 
of your course in this matter. Indeed, I do 
not see how yott and your ooileagnea oould 
have done otherwise under the circumatanoeg. 
To my mind It ia not ao far as you are con- 
corned a queation of aoparato achoola or no 
aoparato sohoola, but ono of obodlenoo or 
non-obedionoe to tho Confederation aot. If 
we do not like its conditions and terms, as I 
do not in this roapect, lot ua appeal to the 
enactora of it for tho amendments we doairo, 
but do not lot us ottonipt to override ond 
defy ita provisiona. Wishing you a long 
loaao of both life and power, and much aatls- 
faotion in tho diechargu of tho important 
and trying dutiea devolving upon you, bo- 
lleve me, my dear Sir Maokonzlo, your old 
and sinoare friend, 

JouN Carneoie, 
Mr. Carnegie states the nature cf tho 
Manitoba aohool queation very happily as 
well as very aoourately when he says it la 
" one of obedience or non-obedience to tho 
Confederation Aot." Thot ia exactly what 
lb ia. Tho Confederation Act, whioh tho 
people of Manitoba are bound to obey, gives 
the minority of tho Province the right to 
appeal if they feel aggrieved by the action 
of the iisglalatnre in the matter of educa- 
tion, and the same Confederation Act 
direota that if the recommendation of the 
Governor-ln Council ia not complied with by 
the Provincial Legislaturo the case shall be 
submitted to the Federal Parliament. 

We have no doubt that there are thous' 
ands of others besides Mr. H. J. Maodonaid 
and Mr. Carnegie In all parts of the Dominion 
who have come to see that the Manitoba 
sohool question is not a religious question 
at all, bub simply one of good faith. Shall 
wo live up to the terms of our Constltntion, 
or shall we aot In open violation of its pro- 
visions 7 This Is really the essence of the 
Manitoba sohool qnestlon. 

OOOL AND DBLZBBRATE. 

The Times is not " rattled." It evidently 
makes ita mis-statements and ita misrepre- 
sentations coolly and deliberately. Its in- 
tention to deceive Is too apparent to permit 
of any such assumption. It trios very hard 
and In a most disingenuous way to make 
the publio believe that Mr. Boatock and 
Mr. John Grant aro " In entire harmony 
with Mr. Laurlor'a doclarationa and with 
the platform of tho Liberal party." Mr. 
I.Aurler ia avowedly a zsaloua advocate of 
free trade for Canada — free trade aa it la in 
Eagiand. This is, he declares, bis " idoal." 
He will not be satisfied until every particle 
of protection is eliminated from the Cana- 
dian tariff. Ho has become tho apostle of 
freo trade. Free trado haa baen hia theme 
from Quebec to tho Pacific Coaat. Ho hua 
preached It everywhere and bia organs 
boast, the Times among the number, that 
he has mademultitndes of oonvorts wherever 
he has gone. Well, was Mr. Boatock in 
harmony with the {.postie of freo trade 
wudiu i.a u^lowed hia triond the editor 
of the Noleon Miner to proclaim to tho 
world that " whatever hia own private oon- 
viotiona may l>e, he recognizes that free 
trado will not suit Canada." Mr. Bostook 
has never disavowed the views attributed 
to him by the Nelson Miner. 

Mr. John Grant saw fit In a letter which 
ho wrote to the TImea as late as the fifteenth 
of the present month to say : " While I do 
not advocito free trade for Cunad*, yet 
ono cannot holp recognizing the great strides 
that Britain has made under that system of 
fiaoai policy," 

Mr. Liurior advocates free trade for 
Cinada ; it la his ideal. Mr. Bostook " ro- 
oognizoa that free trade will not 
Bult Canada," and Mr. John Grant 
declares that he does not advo- 
cate free trade for Canada. Can it bo 
said with any approach to truth that oither 
of those gentlemen la in entire harmony 
with Mr. Laurior's deolarations and with 
tho platform of tho Liberal party. Wo 
think it io pretty nearly time for the editor 
of the Times to ask his friends, in the words 
of an American statesman, " Where are 
we at?" If Mr, Templeman, who ia one of 
tho Liberal nomlnoos for thn representation 
of Victoria in tho Houoo of Commons, agreoa 
with his frionde Mr. Boatock and Mr. John 
Grant ho ia certainly not in harmony with 
the declarations of Mr. Ijaurier.

Wood pavement haa ia aome places undo- 
Borvodly fallen into disrepute because it had 
been laid either on plank, whioh soon rot- 
tod, or upon a soft and Icheapiy oonstruoted 
bed. The road bad ia, in faot, the road, and. 
It does not matter much If that is good what 
tho paving material may be. It ia to bo 
hoped that tho Council will select a good 
paving spsteni. They should nob in thla 
very important work adopt a penny wise 
and pound foolish policy.

We do not think It will take the City 
Council long to decide whether the pave- 
ment, whatever tho motorial may be, ehull 
bo laid on a aolid foundation or whothor it 
ahall have no foundation, properly speaking, 
at all. Everyone who knows anything 
about road making must be oonvinoed that 
the goodness and the permanence of a road 
depend altogether on the nature of tho 
roodbod. If the paving or covering, what- 
ever It may be, la laid on aofb and yielding 
material, material that can bo acted upon by 
the rains of aping and autumn and by tho 
froeta of winter, the road will remain in

Laat evening at St. Andrew's Presby- 
terian church tho Right Rev. Bishop Cridgo 
formally received the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity and the insignia of the same, oon* 
ferred upon him by tho Presbyterian Col- 
lege of Montreal. The vonorable Bishop 
occupied the principal soat on the platform 
and waa surrounded by tho following city 
clergymen : Revs. VV. Leslie Clay, D. Mac- 
Rae, J. Campbell, P. H, MoEiven and J. 
P. D. Knox, After an organ' voluntary by 
Mr. Burnett, tho Scripture was read and 
prayer clTarcd by Rav. J. P. D. Knox. 
The masBsd oboir.f of tho Rei'crmod church 
and St. Andrew's then gave Stainor'a 
"They Have Taken Away My Lord." Sev- 
eral letters and telegrams expresaing regret 
at necessary absence were road by tho chair- 
man. 

Rev. 1). A. MftoR.i0 spoke of hia long 
ftcquaintanoQ with tho Bishop and 
of the debt all the Christian churches 
of the proviuoo owed to him. Mr. A. E 
Hood then sung tho aolo " Buti Thou didst 
not leave," from tha Measiah. Rev. Dr, 
C;impbell and Rov. Mr. MoEwen spoke of 
Bishop Uridgu's long and faithful service 
and of how much be hid done for the cause 
of Christ in British Columbia. Tho choir 
rocdered tho untbom " Aa it began 
dawn." Rov. Mr. Clay then placed in 
Bishop Cridge's hand tho diploma conferring 
the honor, and at the same time placed over 
hia shoulder the Inalgnla of tbe degree, the 
red hoed, expresaing the hope that Dr. 
Cridge mighb live long to wear it. 
The Bishop in replying, aaid : 
In returning my grateful thanks for the 
honor conferred upon me by the venerable 
Bonato of the Presbyterian University of 
Montreal, I may observe that when, ia my 
own Uoiveraity of Cambridge, I obtained 
the degree of B.A., it signified tbe comple- 
tion of an academical oourae to which fur- 
ther degrees, aa usually conferred, would 
havo added little but formality and expense. 
My subaequenb passing the voluntary The- 
ologioal ex:.minacion having anIBoed to qualify 
mo for full orders in the Church of Eng- 
land, I hud little motive to dosite honors 
which, though ornamental, would not have 
been conaciouBly earned. 

It is not so now. The venerable senate, 
however I may think of it myself, has been 
pleased to refer to my " service in tho 
church of tho Protestant Reformation " aa 
one of tho rcasona why this honor is be- 
stowed upon mo. I feol I have bean re- 
warded for waiting. No degree that I 
might have obtained in the usual per- 
functory manner could have been like this 
— emanating aa it does from a body over 
foremost, now and for ages past, in contend- 
ing for the " faith once for all delivered to 
the saints." Its approval means much. I 
accept it, as recognizing also (thought not 
now for the first time] myself and the body 
which I represent as belonging to the great 
ohuroh of the Protestant Koformation, 

But leaving what is personal on this oc- 
cjision, I think I see In this spontaneous 
merging of denominational diatlnctiona in 
the one grand conception of a common faith, 
a sign of tbe times. Discerning more and 
more clearly between the spiritual and the 
earthly elements of the religion which ia 
common to us all, tbe church ia flowing to- 
gether and being enlarged. The desire of 
unity is univeraal. The way in which it 
may be brought about ia tbe one engroBsing 
question. I apeak now, however, of tte ro- 
latlon to the ohnroh of the hiatorio Episco- 
pate, and of the desire for unity which 
aeema to be so atrong In that body. 

Pardon me if I take this opportunity of 
stating tho Ciioo ; it ia naturally twofold, 

Those who have rejected the rule of the 
hlatoric Episcopate have been invited 
through a conclave of its chief pastora 
(I apeak, of course, of the Anglican branch) 
to return to that fold bb the only way of 
unity. It ia a atanding invitation, tho terms 
of union being stated. 

I conceive it to bn tho part of tho ohuroh 
of the Protestant Reformation, with equal 
candor and solemnity, to make known the 
reasons why they cannot acoopti tho invita- 
tioD. These may bo stated, though not en- 
larged upon, in very few words. First, tho 
historic Episcopate bas not obtained a audi' 
oieatly good report in history to win conti- 
dcnco, Though a thousand years of the 
record could bo blotted oat there would still 
remain, in the essential idea of aupromacy, 
an Inauporablo barrier. Secondly, it haa

to its pale. Thirdly, its olalma to pro emi- 
nent authority are too devoid of acriptural 
warrant to bo admieaiblo. 

It ia freely admitted that many biabops in 
tbe biatorio tine have nobly defended tbe 
truth of their writings, and some have sealed 
it with their blood. There are many in our 
day who are worthy of the highest esteem 
and admiration. There are acme who, sin- 
cerely bolieving chat the opiacopate, in their 
aeoae, ia tho only remedy for the ills of 
Cbriatendom, refuao to presa their claimi in 
hard and bitter language. Tho day la hap- 
pily paat when, except In rare inatanoeo, 
those w ho worship ap^irt are branded us 
echinmatlci, pursuod with m^Uet'ictiona and 
conaigned to perdition. On tho contrary, it 
ia for their coufcaeedly good work in the 
service of tho goapcl that their return ia so 
ardently desired. 

But, uolwithflianding all thia, thoao Nvho 
havo taatod thoir liberty in Chriat believe 
that they aro better as they are. They do 
not desire to again wear tho yoke which 
neither they nor their fathora wera ablo to 
bear. 

ISut besides this they do not ni cd tho 
episcopate aa otl'iired. Wo know why tho 
name was dropped ; bub tho church has 
never parted with tho thing. W ho can 
doubt but this word, epiacope, which, in 
apoatolio languago, expresaoa tho one simple 
function r f ownerahlp, would alill bo in gen- 
oral UBU h.jd il not got, in thu course of 
ages, to signify a great deal more '! A 
throne is an incongruous appendage to tha 
office of overseer. 

We believe in but one throne] and one 
altar in the ohuroh ot Ood. 

Wo can only touch slightly an tho re- 
ciprocal side of the case, for I think that 
side also ought to be considered. I think 
that tho ohuroh of tho IVnteslant Ruforma- 
tlon should, on their part, nob in tho spirit 
of childish reprisal, or latent contention, 
bub with tho meekness and gentleness of 
Christ, communicate aa to uoity with 
thoso brethren, and seek to ah . w them that 
unity which they theniBelvos have found ao 
precious and ao roal. It ia duo to tho vast 
amount of good which numborH are doing in 
that body, and to tho obatructlona which 
hinder the full accnmplishmeat of that 
good, to ask their graoioua and loving at- 
tention to their repreaentattona. Lab them

not without viaible e.xpresaion, to make its 
cxiatence and purity clear to attentive 
minds. Look to the evangelical alliance. 
Look to the aesooiate ministers and over- 
aoers gin every city. Ia there anything 
wanting to its order bat the idea — it ia 
auroly only an idea — of preaoriptivo rights, 
and traditional prestige ? Surely there is 
not leas apiritnal preparation, not less 
sound education, not less vigilant and 
pious concern for the flook, not ieaa oareful 
overaight over the body, not less solemn 
dedication to tho work of the ministry — and 
th;it through Rn already cxiating ministry 
s ancient, not to aay more anciant, than 
that which in no small degree ia the product 
of tradition ? 

The evangelical alliacoe, which haa ao 
eignally manifested tho unity of tho church 
of the Protestant KeformatioD, miglit well 
undertake thia task. There could be no 
question of ita compote icy. A ohoaon body 
of ita ropreacntative men would stand, ao 
far aa tho power of legislation ia concerned, 
on prooieely tho aamo fooling aa the Lam- 
both aynod. It would havo groat repre- 
oontalive weight — a weight, I think, greater 
than that of tho convnca'ion of b shops, 
aeoing tho groat diverditiea on mattora of 
faith which disturb their several flocks. 

It would 
not reproaont tho earthly olomonts, but 
tho spiritual doctrines of the church 
whose voico it utters. Should it 
nndortake this task, it would be aupported 
by tho sufTragea, and followed by tho 
prayera and good wishes, of thousands and 
milllona.

The Globe Farnitnre Compauy Secare 
a Verdict for Infringenieut of 
Their Patents. 

Farticalars of tha Transactiou 
Told to the Supieiue Court 
Yesterday. 



The Globe Furniture Campany, v. the 
Sohool Tctuteea of Vlutoria, The Albion 
Iron Works Campany and Mulrhead & 
Mann. 

ITbiB action arose out of a oontract given 
by the sohool truateos to Muirhsad & Mano, 
for 500 achool deaks whereby tho dofendanta 
are alleged to have infringed on the patent of 
the plaintiff company. The ciroumatanoea 
of the oaao are that tho school truateos ad- 
vertised for tenders for school doaka, and 
oat of those who tendered, the plaintiff^ 
(whose tender was the lowest) among tho 
rest, the school board gave the oontract to 
Mnirhead & Mann, the condition being that 
the desks wore to be made after tho pattern 
of the " Globe " desk. The roaaon for not 
aooepting the lowest tender was on account 
of a wish on the pact of the board to give 
the oontract to a looal dealer, and a com- 
mittea was appointed to Interview the looal 
pooplo with a view to plaolng the job, if 
possible, with looal men. Xhle aommlttee 
stated to Mnirhead & Mann, the suooesaful 
tenderers, that the Beard preferred tho 
Globe pattern deaks, and Mnirhead & Mann 
offered to make a simila artlole. The con- 
tract was therefore oonSrmed. Mnirhead 
& MEtnn Bublob tho iron work portion of tho 
contract to tho' Albion Iron Works, who 
wore given an actual "Globe" desk as a 
pattern, and which they copied in ovory 
reapeob even to tho Globo trade mark 
in the Iron work. Tho plaintift'd 
therefore allege that they have lost tho pro- 
fits which would havo otherwise accrued to 
them from manufacturing and Belling the 
said deaka, and they olaimed an order ro- 
straining the defendants from manufacturing 
or aolUng tho deaka ; that the trustees be 
restrained from paying any money to Mulr- 
head & Mann under tbo contruct ; tho de- 
livery up to the plaintiffs of all euch deaks 
as were in the power of tho defonditnta ; the 
taking of an account showing tbo traoaao- 
tlona under tbo contract, with the profits 
made thereby, and alao for damages for 
the infringement of the plaintiffs' patent, 
with tbo coata of tho action. 

Each of the defondanta ehortly and aim- 
ply denied the alleged infringement. 

Hon. Mr. Juatico Drake refuaed to grant 
the intorlocutory injunction asked for, but 
ordered tho payment into court of any 
moneya due Muirboad i!b Mann under tho 
oontract. Thero waa aocordingly a sum of 
about $2,000 paid into court to abide the ia- 
sne of the action, which was tried yester- 
day before, Hon. Theodore Davie, C.J., 
wltbont a jary. ■- 

Mr^ Ernest V, Bodwell appeared for the 

Staiht'lff eompsny, Mr, Geo. Jay, jr.* for 
Lnirhead & Mann, Mr. A. P. Luxcon for 
the Albion Icon Works, and Mr. P. S. 
Lampman'for the' sohool tmsteoa. 

Mr. Bodwell opened the case, staling the 
facts as above set ont. 

Mr. A, Q. St. George, ageat of the Globo 
Company in British Columbia, explained 
the patent of the desk from a model, and 
from one of the deaka manufactured by tho 
defendants, which waa produced in court to 
show how it worked, and from which it waa 
shown that, with tho exception of one 
spring omitted by tho Albion Iron Works, 
the entire desk was a copy of the patent, 
Witnesa had examined the doska munufnc 
tared by the defendanta and now being uaed 
in tho South Ward school. Thoy wore, 
with tho exception of tho spring referred to, 
Identical with tho plaintiffs' desks. He also 
ahowed from tho deak manufactured by the 
defendanta that tho iron work waa an exact 
copy of the Globe desk, including tho word 
" pat'd " and the "Globe" shown on the 
plaintiffs' desk. The Globe company did 
considerable buainosa in this province, hav- 
ing supplied desks to practloally all tho 
pnolio achoola in tho principal oitioa and 
towns here. Witneaa said tho effect of 
allowing the desk to be uaed in thla way 
would be to damage the company in more 
ways than one. In being passed oS as 
Globe seats the looseness of the copy desk 
wonld bring the patented desk into dis 
repate. Tbe 'company usually claim t 
royalty of a dollar a desk on the patent, but 
he oonid not say if the company had done 
any buainosa on that baaia, 

Croaa examined by Mr. Jay witnesa said 
ho did not know anything of the cost of 
manufacture, and only in this province was 
ho uwaro of tho price at which tho deaks 
were aold. When ut the school tho o:her 
day ho examined aoveral desks, and none of 
thoBQ ho inspected had the tension spring. 
That was tho only point of difforonoo in the 
deaka mado by the plaintiffs and tho defond- 
anta. Ho lirac became awaro of the defend- 
ants munufuctuiing those desks in January, 
189-1, and went down to the Albion Iron 
Works to seo if auch waa the caae. Wont 
as soon aa be heard of it, and went to Muir- 
head & Mann's the same day. His first cor- 
respondenoe with the plaintiffs took place 
then, when he reported to them the fact of 
the defendants mannfaoturing tbe desks. 

Oross-exaroined by Mr. Laston— He saw 
piles of castings at the Albion Iron Works, 
something like his own desks and then 
examined them. Did not examine 
them closely »t the time. Saw Mr. 
Shaw and asked him tho price at 
which he oonld make thorn. Aaked him if 
ho could mako somo to send to Vancouver. 
Witneaa was not roally auro that tho cast- 
inga of tho Globe Co. wore patented till ho 
went East in March fo)lowin(^. Thought it 
was patented, and hud boon aolllng tho desk 
aa a patented article. ])id not toll Mr. 
Shaw that it waa a patented design, beoauao 
ho could not epoak truthfully, and ho could 
not toll why ho did nob tell Mr. Shaw. 
Ilia object in visiting tho Albion Iron 
Works was to report to his priocipala. As 
a roault of his visit Kiat, tho company 
placed tho matter with thoir solicitors. 

Re-examinod by Mr. Bodwell : Did not 
tell Mr, Shaw who he (witness) was. After 
his return from the East he went to Muir- 
boad &, Mann and saw the tops and ser.ts of 
iho rloska there. 

By Mr. Limpman, for tho Trustoes — The 
witness ahowed tho "lock nut" in tho 
plan. Did nob think his firm make the 
ink wells for the desks; thought 
thoy bought them with the Globe company's 
desk. Supposed a teacher would sooner 
Identify the deak as a Globe desk from tbe 
ink well than from an inspection of the 
stand. 

By the Court— The makers of those wells 
are not supposed to sell them with the Globe 
company's name. 

Befi. Williams, secretary of tho school 
' board, testified as to the awarding of the con- 
tract. The Oiobepattern was adopted because 
' there was a desk of that pattern in use In 
the sohool. A oontraot was entered into 
(produced). The doaks wore supplied under 
tho contract and a payment of $500 mado, 
the remainder of the money being ordered 
to be paid into court. 
Crois<ez«mined by Mr. Jay— Tho oon. 



tract provided that these desks should be 
manufactured in British Columbia, the view 
being to encourage local mannfaoture. 

By Mr. Bodwell-— Had .received a tele 
gram from James. Haseie,forthe';Gldbe' com- 
pany, with a tender some time later Joe the 
daaks, , .•1;>-,,-.. ' 

His Lordship, before ' adjourning for 
lunch, made an order for the payment out 
to Mnirhead & Mann of the S2ilSK) paid into 
court, stating that as the work had been 
done it was a hardship to keep them out of 
their money,'.' 
The court rose at 1 o'clock for an hour. 
Thoniaa Shaw, formerly manager of tho 
Albion Iron Works, testified that they took 
from Mulrhead & Mann the contract to sup- 
ply the ironwork of the desks from patterns 
supplied by Muirhead & Mann. It was from 
one of the standards ,from the school that 
they took their casting; in faot, they oast 
(hem off this standard. When Mr. St, 
George oalled the casting work was all 
done. 

Croaa-oxamined by IMr, Luxton, witneaa 
said that Mr, St. Goorgo came and said there 
was a chance for making 100 for tho Main- 
land, and wanted tn take ouo over aa a sam- 
ple, bub Mr. Shaw objected. He didn't 
know it was a patented article or he would 
nob have mado it. Mr. St. George did not 
plve him to understand that lb waa a patent. 
As to the patent, without the spring it was 
nothing more than a common binge, 

Uy Mr. Bodwell — It waa different ; lb waa 
mado for a spring, but there was no spring 
'b. There could have been a 
spring put in it. Did not think anything 
about tho patent. 

By tho Court — Tho reason why the word 
" patent " and other marks oame to be on 
tho deak made by them was that the oast- 
inga wore made directly from tbo pattern 
supplied from tho school. 

By Mr. Yates — Did nob see anything now 
in the principle of the lock nut, 

Mr. Sb, Goorge, reoalled, said ho had 
found tho lock nut was mentioned in tho 
apeoifica^iona. 

This closed tbe plaintiffs' oase, and Mr. 
Jay called Mr, Mulrhead, of Muirhead & 
Mann, On their tender being accepted 
they were told which desk the school board 
preferred ; was not aware at the time' that 
there was a patent on the desks, nor until 
after i|he desks were delivered to the sohool. 
Did nob make a profit on the oodtract. 

By Mr. Bodwell— Thece was some dispute 
between the defendants aa to who should 
bear the loss, if any. He did nob look for a 
patent ; did not think there was a patent on 
the wood- work, and did not anticipate thero 
was any. 

H. Ella said be had aubmittcd a tender on 
behalf of Sehl-Hastie-Erskino for school 
desks. Tendered for tho deaks as agents for 
the Globo Co., but if they manufactured the 
desks here thoy had no authority to use the 
Globe patent ; if they had used it they 
would have had to effect some arrangement 
with tho Globo company. 

Charloa Hayward, chairman of tho achool 
board, examined by Mr. Lampnian, toatiflod 
as to the giving of tha contract, Did not 
know the Globo desks wore patented ; had 
no idea of it. If an injunction restraining 
tho board from using these seats were grant- 
ed there would be about one thousand 
children shut out of sohool till new desks 
wore obtained. 

By Mr. Bodwell — Tho board had pur- 
chased and were using Globe desks previous 
to this. The presence of tho words "similar 
t} Globo desks " could bo accounted for by 
the fact that he had a Globe catalogue before 
bim when he was drawing up the apecifica- 
tioDs, He made no special inquiries aa to 
whether the desks were patented, and it 
never occurred to him that ' there was a 
patent on them. > v 

This doted the evidence and Mr. Bodwell 
then moved for judgment, and proceeded to 
argue upon tho law bearing on tho infringe- 
ment and tbe plaintiff's legal right there- 
under. 

Mr, Jay argued that this was a case in 
which, if damages had been sustained, the 
remedy was by compensation and nob by In- 
junction, Hq claimed, howover, that there 
had been no evidence submitted of what 
damage bad boon sustained. He ulao con- 
tended that tho plaintiffs had not acted 
fairly to tho defendants in not warning them 
that they were (^cpylng a patented article. 

Mr, Luxton submlttod that by reason of 
Mr. St. George not having told tho Albion 
Iron Works that thoy woro infringing tho 
patent, tho plaintiffs woro at tho most only 
entitled to nominal damages. It waa clear- 
ly the duty of Mr. St. George to have ap- 
priaed tho Albion Iron Works and thus 
saved them tho exponae of going on with 
them. 

The court gave jadgment for tho plain- 
tiffd for $755 and costs, tbe coats of the ap- 
plication for an intecloontory injunction to 
be set off.

' DCp^O^'-EDIXOBt—i^B there is a great 
amonnt of matter : being telegraphed over 
the oouatry by the press assooUtlona at 
preaecl) re|;ardiDg the Monroe Doatrine, the 
subjoined extraot from an arblole written 
by che late John Talon Lesperanoe and pub 
Hshed in the Dominion Illnstrated in 1888 
will DO doubt prove interesting reading, aa 
the subject ia a live one just now, especially 
in the newspapers of the United States. 

To any fair-minded person, Mr. Lesper 
ance plainly shows the untenableneaa of the 
poaitioD taken by the Uoiced Statoa against 
England in her prosont dealings with Guat 
omala und Nicaragua, which countries, by 
the way, aro hundroda of miles distant from 
their would be protector. Even if the long- 
• talked of canal ia over built across Nicar- 
agua why ahould Great Britain not have a 
voice in its muDagoment ? Will not British 
coniniorao passing through the oanal pro 
dominate in almost tho same ratio that it 
did in the Suez Canal? And would io not 
be safe-guarding the interests of all con 
corned in the navigation of the canal to 
have I<]ogland aa one of tho guardians of i 
instead of leaving it to the tender moroioa 
of aonio of tho mushroom republics of South 
America ? Mr. LseporanCB says : — 

" 1, In the first placo it ia admitted that, 
above party politica and international ani- 
mosities, thoro are certain great prinoiplea, 
a certain uuiveraal polity, which must, and 
does, rule tho world. In that point of view 
the aeaa and the contincnta of both hemi 
■pheres are the common property of 
hnmanityu Tho incessant Immigration into 
every corner of the globo and the facilities 
of travel have made this a physical right. 
There ia, indeed, an European cade for 
European affuira, an American code for 
American aflaira, an Asiatic code for Aaiatiu 
affaire, but above theae there is a coamo- 
politan oode, which governs them ail, 
Jeffenon and the poiltioiane of hta sohooi do 
not admit this. (Chey draw ' a meridian of 
partition throngh the ocean,' beyond whioh 
Europe must not ventnre on the one band, 
nor Amerioa on the other. Bat thia is the 
old Canatian doatrlne: 'Thni for and no 
farther." None but Ood om arrest the 
waves. Stateasfien are powerleas to stem 
the overwhelming of the world's 
opinion. Amerioans themeelvos have been 
nnable to avoid meddling in European affairs. 
In 1829 they were for interfering in the 
Grecian crisis. A little more and tlieir fleet 
would have fought at Navarino, with Russia, 
England and Franco. They oamo near get- 
ting entangled in tho Crimean war. Ameri- 
cana must be honeat to thomaelvea and to 
the world. They were forced to acknowl- 
edge tho universal code. Mr. Maroy, secre- 
tary of Btato under Fillmore, refused to aign 
the clause against privateering, added to the 
law of nations io tho treaty of Faris, after 
the fall of Sebastopol. Scarcely six years 
afterward Mr. Seward, eecrotary of state 
under Lincoln, offered to sign it, and even 
stooped ao far as to aak the retroapeotive 
protection of that olanie when the Alabama 
awept the seas, the soourge of Northern ship- 
ping. 

" 2. Always excepting special cases of 
neoeaaity, the Monroe doctrine haa no 
foundation in right. It has no inherent 
right, derived from politloal or geographical 
poaition. Nob politioal, for, although a re- 
publio may be the beat government for the 
United States, it is an open philoaopbioal 
question whether it is the beat government 
for the other nationa of this hemisphere, 
The hiatory of South America for the last 
sixty years would almost abow that it is 
not. Neither dooa their geographical 
situation give Americana such inherent 
right, and it ia only in oiaa of 
danger that geographioal neighboorhood can 
oonfer'the right of meddling. Fnrtbermore, 
the Monroe doatrlne, is' fonnded on no con- 
ceded right. '' No demand can be prodnoed, 
BO pnblio aot pointed ont by wliidb it ia 
shown that this American protectorate has 
been demanded or olaimed as a right by tho 
nations of this hemisphere, still less has thia 
right been oonoeded In Enrope, If, then, 
this famous dootrtne Is fonnded neither on 
inherent nor oonoeded right, it mast be on 
assumed right. And that ia precisely the 
fact of the matter. It was enforced on two 
special occasions, and justly, and then 
was gradually assumed by the two distin- 
guished authors as a principle of general 
polity. Even then it wbs accepted by the 
Democratic party. 

" 3. I may add tho following argument 
apart, Syatema aimilar to tho ao called 
'American Syatem ' have beoh tried before, 
but they were opposed at the time, as well 
aa condemned by impartial history. There 
waa tho Holy Alliance, which Daaumod to 
take the whole of Europe under its wing 
Notwithstanding its numerical strength, its 
moral influence was never acknowledged, and 
it died in ita impotence. There waa Napol- 
eon's Continental Folioy, more aggreaaive it 
ia true, but no less assuming and aggregate 
la.principle. The Fopo withstood it for 
once and was imprisoned and banished in 
consequence. Should Kogland proclaim an 
East India syatem embracing all the coun- 
triea contiguoua to her vaat conceaaions in 
that part of the world, is there an Ameri- 
can who would justify her ? We mast look 
at the Monroe Doctrine in the same light, 
for the underlying principle is similar. 

" 4, Finally common sense requires that 
before we lay doivn a broad principle of 
protectorate over the North and Soutli 
American people, the United States should 
be sure of two points, neither of which, in 
the nature of things, we can know to a cer- 
tainty. Ihey shoald ascertain whether 
their servioea are doairable, and whether 
they will be productive of greater good. 
" Lord, save us from our onemioa " ia a not 
iufrtquont prayer among indlviduala, ard 
why mi(;ht it not bo mado liy Span- 
ish, Brazilian, Mexican or oven Cana- 
dian people, whoso ideas, traditiona, 
religion, language and customs are 
different from and somewhat antagonistic to 
ours ? And ogain, how do they know, when 
rushing in between an American and fCuro- 
pean power, that thoy are not thereby pre- 
venting a fjroat national good being done to 
the former? I'uropoan nations aro no leaa 
enlightened than thoy, and if wo aro to take 
aa a teat tho late civil war, no loss humane. 
Why nob let them settle their own airiirs 
with American powers la their own way ? 
Why cannot thoy act on the common eenao 
principle of minding their own buflinosa ? "

The meeting of the sohool board last 
night waa somewhat protracted, several 
more than nsaaliy interestiog sabjecta com 
ing up for diaaassioD. The fall board was 

present. 

Mr. John Simpson, second asaistant of tho 
High Bchool, was granted temporary leave 
of absence on aocount of ill health. The 
Chairman and Trustee Lovell will look into 
the matter of a aubntitute. 

In regard to the resignation of Miss 
Horton, oeoond aeslatant of the South Park 
I school, Mies Cameron, principal of tho 
sohool, suggested that tho place bo filled by 
promoting the teachers of tho lower divi 
sions of the school. This waa temporarily 
laid on the table, aa waa alao a list of appli- 
cants for poaltioDS on tho toaohlog stair 

A communication was received from Rev. 
Dr. Campbell, oncloaing information as to 
singing in the Hamilton sohools, and an 
essay on mualo by Mr. W. H. Bellamy, of 
this city, was read, the board taking a 
lively interest in it. 

Tbustbe Saunders snggeated that appli- 
cations be called for a teaoher of the tonic- 
sol-fa Bystom. > 

Tru.stek MAROHAira believod that tho 
better way would be to have the principals 
of the schools advise the board aa to the 
best praotioal method of teaching singing in 
the schools. No doubt In eaoh of 'the sohools 
now teachers might be foBttd to instruol the 
clussea. He made this the subject of amo- 
tion, aeoondod by Trustee Glover, who 
dwelt on the economical side of the ques- 
tion. 

Trustee Marohant'a motion waa carried 
and Dr. Cumpbell thanked for his commu- 
nicjitiun. 

The Chairman reported that ho had in- 
terviewed Superintendent Pope in reference 
to tho writing taught in theaohoola. There 
were four systems now permissible by the 
sohool law, tho Payson, Dunton, Scribner's 
copy-books, Gage's copy books without head 
lines, and the vertical system. Dr. Pope 
was of opinion that lb was deairablo in all 
graded schools that ono uniform system 
ahould bo adopted, tho vertical system being 
considered tho beat. 

Borne of tho trustees thought it odvisable 
to got tho opinion of tho toochers on the 
Bubjaot. 

Trustee Lewis moved that tho Teaohars' 
Inatitute be rcqueated to report as to what 
they oDttiider the beat naiform syatem. 

This waa carried. 

Iha oommittee.appointed to Inqalra into 
Mr; J. A. Cohea'a oomplalnt as to the 
punishment of hia aon, reported that the 
oompUinb appsara to be well anatalnad, and 
that Mr. Sallaway did nae more pfayaioal 
punishment than necessary, and that Mr. 
Cohen ia well «atlsfied of Mr, Sallaway's 
aaaurance to refrain from undue puniBhrnont 
in future. It is fair to Mr. Sallaway to 
state that ho dlaclaimed having too heavily 
struck thlB pupil or any other, that he 
pointed out that the fioah of aonie pnpila 
showed the cffeota of bruiaes more than 
others, and also produced tho stick which 
had been used. Tho stick waa about fifteen 
inohea long and appeared to be the upper 
portion of a bamboo cane. Your committee 
urged upon Mr. Sallaway to nne the extrem- 
oas care in tho faturo in corporal pnnish- 
mant. 

Tho report was adopted. 

The committee charged with the matter 
of night acbools reported : That it is deair- 
ablo to institute a night school In tho city ; 
that such acliool be comniouoed on Mondi.y, 
September and continue until Deoombtr 
31. That each pupil pay at the rate of $2 
in advance at the secretary's ofiSoe. That a 
suitable teacher'|be engaged holding a first- 
class certificate upon the tormB herein speci- 
fied : (a) The teacher to receive tho whole 
of the fees paid by pupils together with a 
subsidy of $1 per month per pupil, provived 
iii.it the salary (fees and snbaldy 
iro'udcd) shall not be more than 
§U0 per month. (h) The teaching 
hours to bs from 7:,'iO to 9:30 p.m. on Mon- 
day, Tuoijduy, Wfldnosduy, 'i'hursday and 
Friday of each week, and any time that may 
bo necoBHury for correcting papers In addi- 
tion. The teacher to nKiko monthly re- 
ports ; the rulea laid down by tho Council of 
Public luBtruciiou to bo loUowcd as u gen- 
eral guide for ihd conduct df tho school, and 
that tho Minieter of Educdlion bo requeatcd 
to exorcise throuj^'h tho inepcotora of tho 
province ynnernl sup'Tvinioii over tho school. 
Thut tho Bchool bo hold in ono ( f tho rooms 
of the High sohool. Tho coniniittea point- 
ed out thut the school may ba of great bene- 
fit to a largo number of persons anxioua to 
study any particular aubjtct, such as book- 
keeping, writing, grammar, etc.; to toachcrs 
studying for a oertificato, and to thoBo chll- 
dron whose parents are compelled through 
atroBB of oiroumstancea to utilize their labor 
in the dayjtlme. In conclueion, the com- 
mittee pointed out that In many cities of 
Ontario night sohools have bean in ezistonco

fit to the community. 

After snmo discuEBion tho report wob 
adopted, tho pKo i for holding the sohool 
being changed to the city hall. 

Too Chairman then brought up the Bubject 
of the lads recently convioted of writing ob- 
Eceno words at the Vtotoiia West school. 
Ho invited Mr. Macraa the police magia- 
crate v.'ho was present to give his views to 
tho board upon tho question of dealing with 
youthful dellcqulntu. 

Mr. Macrae r?plied that ha was present 
not as polioo maiglatrato bub as a private 
individuE^l ab the request of the board. In 
regard to his remarks on tho bench on Sat- 
orday, he spoke under tho fooling that the 
polloe oourb should be the very last resort 
foryouthfnl oEfandera. It should boa very 
strong case to compel truatees or teachers to 
bring boys into the police court. As to the 
responsibility of teachers after school hours, 
he did not know what were the aehool rean- 
latlons but it seema to him that the teacher 
must have regard to the effact of having a 
boy like theao ndxiDgnnpanlahed with inno- 
cent boya and girla. If he were a teaoher he 
could not allow tuoh a thing. Still,, It was 
not for him to say how the qaestlon ahonld 
be dealt with. 

Trdstee Mabohant while admlttirig that 
the question was di£5caIt'of solntioD, hoped 
the teacher's were alive to the moral effect 
they might exorciae on their pupils oat of 
school hours. 

The Chairman underatood that Mr. Mac- 
rae meant every effort should be exhausted 
before having rtcourae to tho polico court. 
But it wos difficult where, us in the present 
case, ono boy was not in their control. 

After further dIscunHion, Mr. Nioholaon, 
principal of Victoria West, explained that 
ho did all ho uould under tho circurnstances. 
A boy of moral depravity hud no businoas 
in Bchool, but tho boy from lila school who 
had been mixed up in tlio trouble had not re- 
turned to aohool sioco tho occurrence. They 
lad, ho considered, had boon led on by the 
older culprit, who wua not a pupil of tho 
school. 

Mr. A. M. Muir waa appointed architect 
for certain improvemonta. 

Some disouaeion aroao over a motion by 
Trustee Marchant to fill temporarily tho 
vacancy caused by Miss Horton'a retire- 
ment. 

Tho motion was voted down. 

In committeo Truatoo Marchant brought 
up his motion to only fill the vacancy in 
South Park for May and Juno. 

Tho temporary appointment was carried, 
and on ballot Miss MaryLucaa was appoint 
ed aooond assistant in South Park sohool tor 
May and June at $70 per month. It was 
eleven o'clock when the board adjonrned.
